Other Mines—When a communicat- 
ing outlet shall have been establish- 
ed by agreement between contigu- 
ous mine or mines not contiguous, 
the operator of either mine shall 
not close such outlets until other 
suitable means of egress art pro- 
vided. When operators 
of 
such 


mines have by agreement estab- 
lished underground communication 
between said mines as an escape- 
ment outlet for the men employed 
in both, it shall be the duty of each 
operator to cause such communicat- 
ing outlet in each operator's mine 
to be inspected at 
least once in 


every seven days, and it shall be 
the duty of each operator to see to 
it, within his respective mine, that 
the same is kept clear of every ob- 
struction-.to travel and that inter- 
vening doors, if 
any, shall be kept 


unlocked and ready at all times for 
immediate use, and of such size and 
construction that they may be 
readily opened by one man. 


Order 323—Provisions Affecting 


Timbered Mines Having Only One 
Outlet—In every timbered 
mine, 


where under the provisions of Or- 
der 326 only one outlet is required 
and where a single shaft 
affords 


the only means of ingress or egress 
to persons employed underground, 
such shafts if more than 200 feet 
deep shall be divided into at least 
two compartments. 
One of said 


compartments shall be set aside for 
use as a-ladderway and no hoisting 
conveyance shall be 'allowed there- 
in. 
When such ladder-way 
com- 


partment shall be covered -by a non- 
fireproof building, it shall be the 
duty of the operator of said mine to 
cause the said ladderway to be se- 
curely bulkheaded at a point at 
at least 25 feet below the cellar of 
the shaft; and below this bulkhead 
a passageway "ball be driven to the 
surface so as to have its outlet in 
no case less than 30 feet beyond the 
walls of the building covering the 
main shaft.

opening, or such buildings neces- 
sary for the treatment or disposal 
of the ore mined. 


(b) It shall be the duty of every 


operator to provide every adit, tnn- 
nel, inclined shaft, or slope of less 
than 20 degrees angle from 
the

covered by a building or house of 
any'kind, with a door near the 
mouth of such adit, tunnel inclined 
shaft, or slope less thar 20 degrees

Order 330—Ladder-trays and Lad- 


ders—(a) It shall be the duty of 
the operator of every mine to pro-

est workings of the mine to the 
surface. 
All ladders and ladder- 


ways constructed after approval of 
these orders shall be built as pre- 
scribed in rules 35-40 of section 5.

Drinking Water, Chang* 


Houses, etc.—(a) It shall be the 
duty of the operator of every mine, 
for the purpose of improving the 
sanitation thereof and preserving 
the health of those employed there- 
in, to provide dry clonets, watvr 
closets, or closet cars upon all mam 
working levels 'for the use of ail 
men employed in the mine. At least 
one such closet shall 
he provided 


for every 20 men employed within 
the1 mine. Ready means of access 
to each such closet shall be provided 
by the operator. No closet shall bo 
constructed without adequate pro- 
visions for the effectual cleansing 
of the contents thereof, which shai: 
be removed and disposed of at least 
once in every week.

the duty of the mine foreman to 
cause each dry closet to be. supplied 
with some disinfectant or dr-G'lor- 
izer to be sprinkled upon the con- 
tents thereof.

room or a. change house for the 
purpose of drying the clothing of 
the persons employed in and about 
the mine, and such dre?.jir.j room 
or change house shall be provMod 
with adequate 
means of hea-ln? 


and lighting. 
Such dressing room 


or change house shal! be available 
co the men, free of cost, at all rea- 
sonable hours. 


Order 335—Roof and Pillar In- 


spection—(a) In all mines it shai! 
be the duty of the superintended; 
to employ for each 2.50 tons or por- 
tion thereof, of mine run ore broken 
to definitely delegate to his mine 
foreman or an experienced miner 
the duties of trimmer. The "trim- 
mer" or "trimmers" shal! make 
daily inspection of the roof and pii- 
lars and walls in those portions oi 
the mine in which men are employ- 
ed, or through which men pass, and 
he or they shall immediately dis- 
lodgo all slabs or portions which 
shall have become loose or shall re- 
port to his superior any condition 
which he cannot immediately rem- 
edy.

They shall not be used 
by anyone who does not thoroughly 
understand, their operation or who 
have -not- had at least 10 hours'

Rule 4—-No person nhall rido up- 


on any skip, or bucket that is load- 
ed with tools, timber, powder, or 
other material excupt for the pur- 
pose of assisting in passing such 
material through a shaft or incline, 
and then only after a special signal 
has been given. 


Rule 5—When tools, timber, or 


other materials are to be lowered

shall be, when necessary, kept se- 
curely timbered or protected to pre- 
vent injury to any person from fall- 
ing material.

RULE 38—If hoisting be done by

and 


Topeka, Kan, dress allowances for 
workingv girls. 


It costs New York girls at least 


?250 anobally to clothe themselves 
propsrly; members of the League 
of Girls clubs, announced. The re- 
port, filed after the working girls 
composing the league had.answer- 
ed a questionnaire on the' subject, 
declared that Topeka, Kas., and 
Chicago estimates-a"?s too low for 
New York. The recent findmgs of 
tae 
Topefca 
merchants 
declared 


that $82 was a sufficient dress al- 
lowance for a working girl. Chi- 
cago girla later reported they could 
dress properly on $117 
annually. 


To keep up appearances to New 
York business standards, New York 
girls claim tbeir clothes allowances 
can be no lower that given in the 
following items: 


One suit, $30; one coat, 
$50; 


shoes, $16; hose, $11; lingerie, ?C4; 
hats, ?20; gloves, $10; waists and 
dresses, $80. 


A minimum clothing budget for 


the business gjrl in 'Madison pre- 
pared by the department of home 
economics of the University of Wis- 
consin, for March, 1922, shows that 
£182.78 is the lowest possible cost 
at which a girl may supply herself 
with the necessities of life. It does 
not take into1, consideration the 
standard of 
living, in 
Madison, 


which almost compels a young lady 
to have stockings of a better qual- 
ity than 50 cents a m-v. The ma- 
jority of girls demand silk socks 
as only commensurate with 
their 
station in life.
